The relative duration of the 37 pre-natal stages described is given, En- 
vironmental temperature influences the rate of development. Embryos in 4 
snakes held at 15°C passed from Stage 32 to Stage 33 in 3 weeks. In the same 
interval, embryos of 3 snakes held at 35°C moved from Stage 32 to Stage 37,-- 
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
